NOTE: The amended limitations of "A communication game system for executing a communication interactive game 
between two or more independent game systems each have its own game apparatus,... wherein said processing unit receives..., 
displays..., controls... (claim 1) raise new issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 



Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding applicant's arguments that Freeman does not teach or suggest the display state of the game being 
changed as the communication between the game apparatuses deteriorates (Applicant's remark, page 8, 1st full paragraph to page 9, 2nd 
full paragraph), this is not deemed to be persuasive. Freeman teaches applying cinematographic effects such as interlude, dummy, context 
switching, etc., to the display state of the game between game apparatuses (102, 104, 106) when the communication among them slowing 
down or deteriorating. Accordingly, Freeman anticipated applicant's claimed limitations of changing game display state 
from normal display state (e.g., normal Interactive game state between game characters among game apparatuses) to a state which Is not 
normal (e.g., applying cinematographic techniques) whenever the communication between game apparatuses slows down or deteriorates. 
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
